MEMORIAL    MINUTE. 


The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chicago 
Public  Library  has  learned  with  deep 
regret  of  the  death  of  Major  Horatio 
Loomis  Wait,  a  former  member  of  this 
Board. 

Major  Wait's  record  of  public  service 
was  a  long  and  honorable  one.  He  en- 
listed as  a  private  in  the  Sixtieth  Illinois 
Infantry  in  1861,  and  on  July  14,  1862, 
he  was  commissioned  in  the  U.  S.  Navy 
with  the  rank  of  Master,  serving  through 
the  civil  war  in  various  blockading  squad- 
rons, and  under  Admiral  Farragut  at 
Mobile.  After  the  close  of  the  civil  war 
he  continued  service  in  the  U.  S.  Navy 
and  after  an  honorable  record  resigned  in 
August,  1870. 

Major  Wait  was  long  connected  with 
public  affairs  in  Chicago,  having  served 
as  Master  in  Chancery  in  the  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  Cook  County  for  forty 
years..  He  was  prominently  connected 
with  the  organization  of  the  Illinois 


Naval  Reserves,  a  member  of  the  Grand 
Army  Memorial  Hall  Association,  and 
for  three  years  a  director  of  the  Chicago 
Public  Library. 

While  a  member  of  the  Library  Board 
Major  Wait  served  as  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Administration  and  as  a 
member  of  the  Committees  on  Library, 
Delivery  Stations  and  Buildings  and 
Grounds.  His  courteous  and  refined 
nature  endeared  him  to  all  his  associates. 

In  his  death  Chicago  has  lost  a  valued 
and  useful  citizen  and  the  Library  a 
staunch  friend. 

As  a  token  of  the  appreciation  of  the 
life  and  services  of  Horatio  Loomis 
Wait,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Memorial  Minute 
be  spread  upon  the  records  of  this  Board 
and  that  a  copy  thereof  be  sent  to  the 
family  of  the  deceased.

NEW   BUSINESS.

MEMORIAL    MINUTE. 

One  by  one,  but  rapidly,  the  defenders 
of  the  Union  are  answering  the  "last 
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call",  and  within  the  short  space  of  two 
months  two  of  these  loyal  citizens, 
formerly  members  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  the  Chicago  Public  Library, 
have  joined  their  comrades  in  the  great 
beyond. 

Henry  Varnum  Freeman  served  his 
country  honorably  and  with  distinction, 
not  only  during  the  days  of  the  rebellion, 
but  also  in  civil  life,  even  to  the  very 
end.  He  enlisted  as  a  private  in  the 
74th  Illinois  Vol.  Infantry  at  the  age  of 
sixteen,  and  in  August,  1863,  was  pro- 
moted Captain.  His  record  shows  nu- 
merous active  engagements  in  and  around 
Nashville,  Tennessee,  and  at  the  close  of 
the  war  he  was  honorably  mustered  out 
of  the  service. 

After  the  war  he  entered  Yale  College, 
and  was  graduated  with  honors  in  a  class 
that  produced  many  brilliant  men  famous 
in  later  life. 

For  almost  twenty  years  Judge  Free 
man  served  as  a  judge  of  the   Superior 
Court  of   Cook  County,  and  for  a  long 
period  was  assigned  as  one  of  the  asso- 
ciate justices  of  the  Appellate  Court. 

Judge  Freeman  served  as  a  director  of 
the  Public  Library  from  July,  1910,  to 
August,  1913.  During  his  term  as  di- 
rector he  served  as  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittees on  Branches  and  Finance,  and  as 


a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Delivery 
Stations  and  By- Laws. 

Judge  Freeman's  charming  personality, 
his  upright  Christian  character  and  his 
interest  in  affairs  for  civic  advancement 
made  him  one  of  Chicago's  first  citizens, 
and  one  whose  death  will  be  keenly  felt 
by  all  who  were  privileged  to  know  him. 

As  a  mark  of  respect  to  the  memory 
of  Henry  Varnum  Freeman  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  minute  be  spread 
upon  the  records  of  this  .Board ;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  the  bereaved 
widow  and  family  our  deepest  sympathy 
in  the  loss  we  have  all  sustained ;  and  be 
it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolu- 
tions be  sent  to  the  family  of  the  de- 
ceased. 

Director  Healy  moved  the  adoption  of 
the  Memorial  Minute  by  a  rising  vote.

Gentlemen: — Since  the  installation  of  a 
part  of  the  foreign  book  collection  on 
open  shelves  the  importance  of  an  entire 
reclassification  of  the  books  comprising 
all  the  languages  represented  has  become 
apparent.  Finding  lists  of  these  collec- 
tions are  antiquated  and  many  of  them 
are  out  of  print.  Your  Committee  on 
Library  recommends  that  authority  be 
given  the  Librarian  to  undertake  a 
thorough  reclassification  on  modern  lines 
of  the  volumes  represented  in  this  collec- 
tion, and  to  employ  for  such  purpose 
four  typists  for  the  preliminary  work,  and 
specialists  in  the  Bohemian,  Polish  and 
Scandinavian  languages  for  such  periods 
as  may  be  required,  within  an  appropria- 
tion of  $500  for  the  entire  work,  which 
appropriation  is  hereby  authorized. 

Inasmuch  as  the  additional  privileges 
for  readers  will  go  into  effect  October  15, 
and  it  is  likely  that  the  number  of  vol- 
umes issued  on  each  card  will  be  ma- 
terially increased,  your  Committee  has 
had  under  consideration  the  advisability 
of  a  revision  of  the  regulations  pertaining 
to  fines  for  over-detention  of  books  with 
a  view  to  removing  any  unduly  burden- 
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some  features  that  might  result  from  the 
new  system,  and  at  the  same  time  exact- 
ing such  fines  as  will  enforce  the  prompt 
return  of  the  books.  We  believe  that  a 
reduction  of  the  fine  for  non-fiction  books 
from  three  cents  to  one  cent  per  volume 
is  advisable,  retaining  the  former  fine  of 
three  cents  per  volume  for  fiction.  It  is 
likely  that  the  gross  amount  collected 
from  fines  will  not  be  reduced  annually, 
though,  of  course,  these  regulations  have 
never  been  prompted  by  revenue-produc- 
ing motives. 

Resolved,  That  the  Librarian  be  author- 
ized to  put  into  effect  the  modifications 
above  recommended  for  a  uniform  fine  of 
three  cents  per  day  for  each  book  of 
fiction  retained  beyond  the  prescribed 
period  and  one  cent  per  title  for  each 
book  of  non- fiction  and  for  each  juvenile 
book  retained  beyond  the  prescribed 
period.

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  Ar- 
ticle VIII  of  the  by-laws  of  the  Board  I 
have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  con- 
sideration the  annual  report  on  the  con- 
dition of  the  pension  fund  for  the  year 
ended  September  30,  1916,  being  the 
eleventh  annual  report. 

During  the  year  just  closed  there  has 


been  a  net  increase  of  42  in  the  number 
of  contributors  to  the  pension  fund,  mak- 
ing the  total  at  this  date  282.

One  of  the  above  pensioners,  Martin 
Schnee,  was  granted  a  partial  pension 
under  Article  II  of  the  rules,  the  amount 
being  based  on  the  ratio  of  the  number 
of  years  of  his  service  to  twenty  years.

Enforcement  of  Council  requirement 
for  a  ten  per  cent  saving  in  the  amount 
included  in  the  1916  budget  for  the 
Municipal  Reference  Library. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Admin- 
istration with  power  to  act. 

Report  from  Mrs.  Gertrude  Howe 
Britton,  Head  of  the  County  Bureau  of 
Social  Service,  relative  to  the  use  of  the 
Good  Hope  Library,  furnished  for  the 
use  of  the  boys  in  the  County  Jail,  show- 
ing the  number  of  times  each  book  was 
read  by  each  of  the  boys  and  including 
the  following  comment  from  Mrs.  Brit- 
ton  : 

"This  little  branch  library  serves  a  real 
need,  and  any  effort  which  we  may  put 
forth  in  getting  good  books  to  these 
unfortunate  boys  is  very  well  worth 
while." 

Report  from  Miss  Pearl  I.  Field,  Chief 
of  the  Circulation  Department,  giving 
the  following  figures  relative  to  the  cost 
and  use  of  the  Main  Library  Rental  Col- 
lection since  its  inception :

The  Librarian  also  reported  that, 
owing  to  the  extremely  cold  temperature 
in  the  temporary  quarters  of  the  Wood- 
lawn  Branch,  it  had  been  necessary  dur- 
ing the  past  week  to  close  these  quarters 
for  several  days,  but  that  steps  had  now 
been  taken  to  provide  additional  heating 
facilities  for  the  place.

The  President  presented  the  following 
message  with  the  appended  resolutions. 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chi- 
cago Public  Library, 

Gentlemen: — Following  out  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Librarian  submitted 
from  time  to  time  and  the  program  of 
future  development  adopted  by  the  Board 
in  December  of  last  year,  it  would  seem 
advisable  at  this  time  to  put  into  effect 
the  initial  steps  in  the  large  program  of 
extension  and  reorganization  contem- 
plated by  this  Board.  In  his  Annual  Re- 
port for  1912  the  Librarian  made  the 
following  suggestions : 

"It  is  evident  that  in  planning  for  the 
future,  the  extension  of  work  in  the 
branches  must  be  considered  in  relation 
with  the  delivery  station  system,  and  in  a 
lesser  measure,  the  activities  at  the  Cen- 
tral building  are  also  interwoven.  Up  to 
three  years  ago,  seventy- five  per  cent  of 
the  total  circulation  of  books  was  effected 
through  the  delivery  stations,  and  the 
circulation  through  the  one  branch  library 
then  maintained  was  almost  negligible. 
The  twenty- three  branches  opened  since 
then  have  produced  practically  the  entire 
gain  for  the  annual  periods,  the  total 
branch  circulation  for  the  past  year 
reaching  a  total  of  1,063,740.  Gratify- 
ing as  is  this  record,  and  rapid  as,  un- 
questionably, the  progress  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  branch  service  has  been,  it 
is  to  be  regretted  that  the  extension 
could  not  be  carried  out  pursuant  to  a 
carefully  mapped  plan  based  on  popula- 
tion, well- defined  districts,  and  other 
factors  which  should  control.  Instead, 
perforce,  the  branches  have  been  located 
as  opportunity  offered  in  buildings  where 
quarters  could  be  secured,  serving  for 
the  time  at  least  the  needs  of  the  con- 
tiguous neighborhoods.  This  has  re- 
sulted in  uneven  placing  of  agencies,  with 
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consequent  difficulties  of  administration. 
Thus,  in  certain  sections  of  the  city,  in- 
tensive and  splendid  work  is  carried  on, 
while  in  other  sections  large  areas  are 
wholly  untouched  by  library  influences. 
Only  by  the  erection  of  branch  libraries 
placed  with  due  regard  to  logical  dis- 
tribution can  this  situation  be  remedied. 
"When  the  time  arrives  that  related 
groups  of  buildings  for  library  use  can  be 
placed  in  the  natural  geographical  divis- 
ions of  the  city,  it  will  be  possible  to 
change  the  methods  of  Stations  delivery 
in  the  interest  of  maximum  efficiency 
and  economy.  For  each  group  of  build- 
ings a  central  branch  building  with  suf- 
ficient stack  capacity  to  serve  as  a  reser- 
voir for  the  Stations  demands  of  the 
particular  district  can  be  so  located  as  to 
permit  the  division  of  the  automobile 
delivery  service  now  focused  at  the  main 
building.  This  will  obviate  the  necessity 
for  the  long  runs  now  required  to  serve 
an  area  of  nearly  200  square  miles,  with 
north  and  south  limits  distant  twenty-six 
miles  from  each  other.  These  central 
buildings  can  be  equipped  fully  with 
reference  material  which  it  would  be 
inadvisable  to  duplicate  in  the  smaller 
surrounding  branch  libraries,  but  which 
would  be  available  for  their  use  upon 
call.  It  is  recognized  that  the  Stations 
delivery  system,  serving  the  recreative 
demands  of  patrons  and  without  resources 
for  the  educative  side  of  the  work,  is  but 
a  makeshift  at  best.  There  are  serious 
disadvantages  in  the  conduct  of  this 
service,  but  until  a  sufficient  number  of 
branches  can  be  provided, — and  it  does 
not  seem  likely  that  this  consummation 
will  be  realized  for  many  years  to  come — 
most  of  the  stations  must  be  retained  and 
those  displaced  succeeded  by  new  stations 
elsewhere.  When  the  stage  is  reached 
that  every  section  of  the  city  finds  ample 
provision  within  reasonable  distances,  the 
Stations  delivery  will  prove  useful  for 
supplementing  from  the  Main  building 
the  permanent  collections  in  the  branch- 
es." 


Since  the  above  report  was  written 
many  new  branches  have  been  established 
in  different  sections  of  the  city  and  the 
annual  branch  circulation  has  increased 
from  the  number  noted  above  to  2,600,- 
ooo,  or  two  and  one-half  times  what  it 
was  four  years  ago.  On  the  other  hand, 
there  has  been  a  gradual  decrease  in  the 
circulation  of  books  through  the  Stations 
Department,  and  an  extraordinary  increase 
in  the  circulation  of  books  through  the 
Deposits  and  Traveling  Libraries.  All 
the  statistics  point  with  marked  emphasis 
to  the  desirability  of  putting  into  effect 
the  plan  of  reorganization  at  as  early  a 
date  as  possible,  in  order  to  expand  the 
service,  economize  effort  and  relative 
expense  and  to  give  increased  efficiency 
to  the  work  in  all  its  phases. 

Responding  to  the  request  from  the 
undersigned  for  a  definite  mapping  of  the 
city  along  the  proposed  lines  of  reor- 
ganization, the  Librarian  and  the  Chief 
of  the  Branches  Division  have  worked 
out  a  plan  whereby  five  regional  branches 
would  serve  as  the  main  reservoirs  of 
books  for  the  five  districts  indicated.  The 
boundaries,  for  two  of  these  districts 
would  enable  the  use  of  the  Main  Library 
building  and  the  Hiram  Kelly  Branch 
building  as  two  of  the  regional  centers, 
leaving  but  three  buildings  to  be  erected 
for  this  purpose.  The  approximate  loca- 
tion suggested  for  these  are  Ravenswood, 
Madison  St.  and  Crawford  Ave.  and  92d 
St.  and  McFarlane  Ave.  Each  of  these, 
of  course,  would  have  its  auxiliary 
branches  placed  where  they  would  be 
most  needed  in  a  progressive  program 
covering  a  period  of  years.  Some  altera- 
tions would  have  to  be  made  at  the  Hiram 
Kelly  Branch  to  house  the  new  activities, 
aud  the  other  three  regional  branches 
would  have  to  be  .  planned  with  direct 
reference  to  the  new  purposes  contem- 
plated. The  auxiliary  branches  could 
profitably  be  planned  as  to  space  and 
general  design  on  the  model  of  the  new 
Woodlawn  Branch  now  nearing  comple- 
tion. 
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-  The  regional  centers  would,  in  con- 
formity with  this  plan,  serve  the  follow- 
ing districts: 

(a) — All  territory  north  of  Fullerton 
Avenue. 

(b) — All  territory  north  of  39th  Street 
and  west  of  Ashland  Avenue. 

(c) — All  territory  north  of  39th  Street 
and  east  of  Ashland  Avenue. 

(d) — All  territory  south  of  39th  Street 
and  north  of  79th  Street. 

(e) — All  territory  south  of  79th  Street. 

It  is  further  suggested  that  "the  first  of 
the  regional  branches  to  be  erected  should 
be  one  for  the  west  side.  Each  of  these 
branches  would  cost  from  $60,000  to 
$70,000,  or  a  total  of  $200,000,  to  com- 
plete the  group  of  five  required  for  the 
entire  city.  If  the  City  Council  would 
include  in  next  spring's  referendum  a 
bond  issue  of  half  a  million  dollars,  and 
the  issuance  thereof  were  duly  approved 
by  the  voters,  this  program  could  be 
carried  out  at  once,  and  a  sufficient 
amount  would  remain  for  the  erection  of 
not  less  than  ten  auxiliary  branches  in 
various  parts  of  the  city.  It  would  seem 
advisable,  were  this  program  made  pos- 
sible, to  displace  the  branches  now  in 
rented  quarters  with  new  buildings  of  the 
auxiliary  type  heretofore  mentioned. 
These  are  the  most  active  branches  we 
have  but  are  unsuitable  as  to  quarters  in 
many  respects.  If  branch  buildings  could 
be  erected  to  take  the  place  of  the  rented 
quarters  now  occupied  by  the  Humboldt, 
Douglas,  West  26th  Street,  Logan 
Square,  Sheridan  and  Austin  Branches, 
an  annual  saving  of  $10,000  in  the  mat- 
ter of  rent  would  be  effected,  more  than 
sufficient  to  balance  the  extra  costs  in- 
volved in  caring  for  the  proposed  build- 
ings. Immediate  steps  should  be  taken 
to  acquire  sites,  even  though  it  may  not 
be  possible  to  erect  buildings  at  once. 

The  erection  of  the  regional  branches 
involves  the  attachment  to  each  of  them 
of  one  of  the  automobile  trucks  now 
directed  from  the  main  building.  There 
would  be  no  additional  expense  and  the 


service  would  be  more  than  doubled,  as 
the  long  trips  which  are  now  required 
would  be  so  shortened  as  to  give  from 
fifty  to  seventy-five  percent,  more  service 
to  all  the  districts  of  the  city,  including 
the  central  or  loop  district.  As  rapidly 
as  possible  deposit  stations  would  be 
established  to  replace  the  delivery  sta- 
tions, thus  giving  greater  satisfaction  to 
the  local  communities,  especially  in  the 
outlying  sections  of  the  city.  The  cen- 
tral collections  in  the  regional  branches 
would  be  drawn  upon  as  sources  of  sup- 
ply, while  the  Main  Library  would  still 
serve  with  its  special  collection  as  a 
supplementary  source  for  research  stu- 
dents and  others  desiring  to  use 
material  not  available  in  the  local  cen- 
ters. 

In  reviewing  the  situation  as  it  now 
faces  the  Board  the  fact  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  a  continuation  of  the  old 
policy  cannot  be  maintained  much  longer 
without  reaching  again  the  limit  of  further 
extension  and  leaving  unsupplied  many 
large  sections  of  the  city  which  are  de- 
manding and  are  entitled  to  service.  By 
carrying  to  completion  the  plan  of  re- 
organization indicated,  the  same  amount 
of  money  will  immensely  improve  the 
service  and  make  possible  such  distribu- 
tion of  the  Library's  resources  as  will 
satisfy  the  reasonable  expectations  of  all 
sections  of  the  city.  At  the  same  time, 
the  plan  is  so  elastic  that  any  changes  of 
population  in  any  particular  locality,  or 
the  acquirement  of  additional  territory 
within  the  corporate  limits,  will  not  inter- 
fere with  its  development  along  logical, 
systematic  and  economical  lines.

automobile  truck  used  in  deliveries  for 
the  district. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on 
Library  be  and  they  are  hereby  requested 
to  devise  at  as  early  a  date  as  is  practi- 
cable such  re-organization  of  outside 
agencies  as  will  lead  to  an  early  replace- 
ment of  delivery  stations  with  suitable 
deposit  stations. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Ad- 
ministration be  and  they  are  hereby  re- 
quested to  take  up  with  the  City  Council 
and  other  authorities  concerned,  the  in- 
clusion in  the  ballot  to  be  submitted  next 
spring  to  the  voters  of  a  bond  issue  for 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the 
proposed  acquirement  of  sites  and  the 
erection  of  regional  and  auxiliary  branch 


buildings  contemplated  in  the  plan  of  re- 
organization approved  by  this  Board.

Gentlemen: — It  will  be  recalled  that 
when  the  contracts  for  binding  books 
were  up  for  consideration  in  July  last, 
three  of  the  bidders  limited  the  tenure  of 
their  offers  to  January  i,  1917,  subject  to 
a  month's  notice.  These  three  bidders 
have  all  formally  filed  notification  discon- 
tinuing their  present  contracts  owing  to 
the  heavy  increase  in  cost  of  materials  re- 
quired for  rebinding.  The  leather  market 
has  been  in  a  disordered  condition  for 
some  time  past,  and  your  Committee  on 
Library  has  had  some  difficulty  in  secur- 
ing definite  proposals  covering  the  period 
ensuing  until  the  next  annual  contracts 
are  let  in  July.  The  Burgmeier  Book 
Bindery,  which  has  bound  the  United 
States  and  other  patents  of  the  library  for 
many  years,  George  E.  Koehler  &  Son 
and  Joseph  Flucke  &  Son,  who  have 
likewise  held  Library  contracts  for  binding 
the  ordinary  run  of  books  for  many  years 
past,  are  the  three  firms  which  have 
terminated  their  contracts  on  the  present 
basis,  and  the  Northwestern  Book  Bind- 
ery and  Brabandt  &  Valters,  whose  offers 
were  not  limited  to  the  period  above  spec- 
ified, have  declined  to  take  on  additional 
orders  at  present  prices,  other  than  those 
strictly  called  for  by  their  contracts. 
Your  Committee  has  secured  proposals 
from  all  these  bidders,  filing  new  sched- 
ules varying  from  old  prices,  according  to 
size  and  material  used,  from  one  to  five 
cents  per  volume.  If  the  lowest  figures 
thus  obtainable  are  accepted,  it  is  esti- 
mated by  the  head  of  the  Bindery  De- 
partment that  the  total  increase  in  the 
cost  for  books  to  be  bound  by  Flucke  & 
Son  and  Koehler  &  Son,  about  thirteen 
thousand  volumes,  will  make  a  difference 
of  $651.  Those  which  would  ordinarily 
be  given  to  the  Burgmeier  Book  Bindery, 


including  newspapers,  will  amount  to 
about  $200.  Your  Committee  recom- 
mends that  arrangements  be  made  with 
the  binders  above  mertoned,  in  accordance 
with  the  new  schedules  filed  by  them,  for  a 
maximum  of  twenty-two  hundred  volumes 
per  month,  the  Library  retaining  the  privi- 
lege of  canceling  contracts  upon  giving 
thirty  days  notice. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the 
sum  of  $25,000  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  appropriated  for  book  purchases 
to-  be  made  during  the  month  of  January, 
including  the  Main  Library,  the  branches, 
deposits  and  schools.

Gentlemen: — As  instructed,  we  have 
audited  the  books  and  accounts  of  the 
Chicago  Public  Library  for  the  three 
months  ended  November  30,  1916. 

We  compared  the  vouchers  with  the 
entries  in  the  Cash  Book  and  Voucher 
Record  and  verified  the  receipts  from  fines, 
books  lost,  deposits,  etc. ,  by  a  comparison 
with  the  branch  library  daily  receipt 
books  and  stubs  of  the  Deposit  Receipt 
books. 

We  proved  the  footings  of  all  books 
of  original  entry,  and  traced  the  postings 
therefrom  to  the  general  ledger. 

We  verified  the  cash  account  by  check- 
ing the  bank  accounts  and  counting  the 
cash  in  the  office. 

We  inspected  and  checked  the  securi- 
ties representing  the  various  investments 
in  the  presence  of  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Wil- 
son, and  of  Director  Mayer. 

We  compared  the  receipts  as  shown 
by  the  City  Treasurer  with  the  amounts 
as  shown  on  the  books  of  the  Library  and 
found  them  to  be  in  agreement.

The  following  is  the  report : 

To  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  pre- 
sent my  final  report,  as  your  Committee, 
to  arrange  for  the  formal  opening  of 
Woodlawn  Branch. 

After  numerous  delays  due  to  scarcity 
of  material,  to  weather  conditions  and 
other  unforeseen  circumstances,  this  build- 
ing was  finally  completed  in  time  for  the 
opening  exercises  which  were  set  for  the 
evening  of  Lincoln's  Birthday,  February 
1 2th.  A  brief  program  was  arranged, 
consisting  of  the  delivery  of  the  key  by 
the  Chairman  of  your  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Grounds,  Col.  James  J. 
Healy,  and  its  acceptance,  followed  by 
two  short  addresses  which  His  Honor 
the  Mayor  and  Superintendent  of.  Schools 
John  D.  Shoop  were  invited  to  deliver. 
The  Mayor  was  unable  to  be  present  and 
designated  Mr.  Harry  B.  Miller,  city  at- 
torney, to  represent  him.  To  Mr..  Miller 
and  to  Mr.  Shoop  our  thanks  are  due, 
and  are  hereby  tendered,  for  their  contri- 
butions to  the  exercises.  Mr.  Theodore 
Jessup,  on  behalf  of  the  Woodlawn  Li- 
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brary  Committee,  presented  a  handsome 
mahogany  clock  as  a  memorial  to  the 
late  Mrs.  Winifred  Risinger,  who,  up  to 
her  death  in  1912,  had  been  an  active 
leader  in  social  improvement  in  this  com- 
munity. Mrs.  Charles  E.  Merriam,  Chair- 
man of  the  Woodlawn  Library  Com- 
mittee, spoke  of  Woodlawn's  library 
spirit  and  gave  a  brief  history  of  the 
movement  culminating  in  the  erection  of 
this  Branch.  I  wish  to  record  here  the 
full  appreciation  on  the  part  of  this 
Board  of  the  helpful  and  sustained  inter- 
est displayed  by  the  Woodlawn  Library 
Committee  and  Mrs.  Merriam,  both  in 
making  possible  the  maintenance  of  the 
deposit  station  which  preceded  Woodlawn 
Branch  and  in  furthering  the  plans  for 
the  Branch  itself  and  for  the  exercises 
marking  its  completion. 

To  my  great  personal  regret  I  was 
obliged  to  forego  the  pleasure  of  presid- 
ing over  the  exercises,  being,  almost  at 
the  last  moment,  compelled  to  leave  the 
city  on  an  urgent  business  engagement. 
In  the  absence,  also,  of  the  Vice- Presi- 
dent, I  called  upon  Dr.  A.  Lagorio  to 
assume  the  Chairmanship,  and  I  here 
record  my  deep  appreciation  and  thanks 
to  Dr.  Lagorio  for  his  prompt  and  cheer- 
ful acceptance  of  the  responsibility  so 
suddenly  thrust  upon  him.  It  is  unneces- 
sary for  me  to  add  that  he  performed 
this  duty  most  gracefully  'and  with  credit 
and  honor  to  himself  and  to  this  Board. 
My  address,  previously  prepared,  was 
read  by  the  Assistant  Librarian,  Mr.  Carl 
B.  Roden. 

Invitations  to  be  present  at  the  opening 
of  Woodlawn  Branch  were  mailed  to 
about  five  hundred  persons,  including 
city  officials,  members  of  the  South  Park 
Board,  all  former  members  of  this  Board, 
principals  of  south  side  schools,  members 
of  the  City  Council  and  the  Board  of 
Education,  and  many  others  whose 
names  were  submitted  by  the  ladies  of 
the  Woodlawn  Library  Committee.  Two 
hundred  and  fifty  invitation  cards  were 
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also  turned  over  to  the  latter  Committee 
for  distribution.  One  thousand  copies  of 
the  program  were  also  printed  and  widely 
distributed  as  a  means  of  advertising  the 
event.  Seat  cards  were  issued  to  those 
especially  invited  to  occupy  seats  on  the 
platform  and  in  the  reserved  section. 
Small  ribbon  badges  were  provided  for 
the  members  of  the  Board  and  of  the 
Woodlawn  Library  Committee.  The 
number  of  persons  present  was  well  over 
three  hundred.  Six  members  of  this 
Board  were  in  attendance  and  an  oppor- 
tunity was  given  the  audience  at  the 
close  of  the  program  to  meet  the  Board 
members.  Cordial  expressions  of  ap- 
proval and  admiration  of  the  handsome 
new  Library  Branch  were  heard  on  all 
sides,  and  we  may  be  sure  that  the 
building  and  its  equipment  and  contents 
will  give  great  satisfaction  and  will  meet 
with  widespread  appreciation  on  the  part 
of  the  Community.  It  was  most  unfort- 
unate that  the  Chief  Librarian  was  un- 
able to  take  part  in  the  exercises  which 
formally  marked  the  completion  of  the 
first  branch  planned  by  him  in  accord- 
ance with  his  great  project  for  reorganiz- 
ing the  library  service  for  the  whole  city. 
His  absence  was  felt  and  regretted  by 
all,  and  good  wishes  for  his  complete 
restoration  to  health  were  generally 
voiced. 

Our  acknowledgments  are  due  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  to  the  Assistant 
Librarian,  and  to  the  Chief  of  Branches 


for  their  co-operation  and  active  interest 
in  making  all  things  ready  for  the  open- 
ing. Fixtures,  furniture,  books  and  all 
other  necessary  equipment  were  in  place, 
and  library  service  began  at  nine  o'clock 
on  Tuesday  morning,  February  i3th. 
Only  by  hard,  continuous  and  harmonious 
work  during  the  final  week  was  this 
result  made  possible.  Mr.  Phelan,  Miss 
Farquhar,  the  librarian  of  Woodlawn 
Branch,  and  a  large  staff  of  assistants 
worked  steadily  for  four  days  and  even- 
ings installing  the  six  thousand  books 
now  in  service  at  this  branch,  a  task 
which  was  rendered  more  difficult  by  the 
fact  that  workmen  were  still  in  the  build- 
ing, up  to  the  last  moment,  erecting  fix- 
tures, laying  the  cork  carpet  and  finish- 
ing woodwork. 

Finally,  we  acknowledge  with  appre- 
ciation the  professional  services  and  in- 
terest of  our  architect,  Mr.  Clarence  E. 
Frazier.

During  the  last  calendar  year  the  total 
circulation  of  books  through  all  delivery 
stations  was  736,301.  Of  this  total 
1 39-434  represented  volumes  issued 
through  the  branches,  leaving  a  total 
of  596,867  issues  to  the  credit  of  the 
delivery  stations  comprised  in  the  above 
summary.  In  this  service  there  were  en- 
gaged directly  on  an  average  of  thirty- 
nine  employes,  including  six  automobile 
operators.  Of  the  others,  sixteen  are 
pages,  unskilled  and  for  the  most  part 
incompetent  because  of  the  frequent 
changes  and  consequent  unreadiness  to 
perform  expeditious  and  accurate  service. 
As  a  result  of  the  conditions  which  sur- 
round the  stations  deliveries,  frequent 
complaints  have  been  receive.d  from 
patrons.  The  time  has  arrived,  in  our 
judgment,  when  in  the  development  of 
this  library  the  delivery  stations  should 
be  replaced  with  agencies  more  satis- 
factory and  more  profitable  than  their 
possibilities  permit.  If  the  resources  at 
the  disposal  of  the  library  were  abundant 
a  sufficient  number  of  branch  libraries 
could  be  established  to  give  ideal  service. 
For  want  of  sufficient  funds  to  carry  out 
this  purpose  the  next  best  step  is  advisa- 
ble— the  establishment  of  deposit  stations, 
supplemented  wherever  possible  with 
periodical  deliveries  from  the  main  col- 
lection. That  these  latter  give  greater 
satisfaction  to  those  who  have  occasion 
to  use  the  library  and  are  unable  to  get 
to  the  main  building  or  to  the  branches  is 
evidenced  by  the  experience  of  the  past 
five  years  in  the  localities  where  deposit 
stations  have  displaced  delivery  stations. 
The  relative  use  of  these  is  indicated  by 
the  following  statistics  of  circulation,  the 
figures  for  1911  showing  the  annual  cir- 
culation while  maintained  as  delivery 
stations,  those  for  1916  showing  the 
year's  circulation  in  the  same  places  as 
deposit  stations:

Director  Pokorney,  Chairman,  presented 
the  following  report  and  moved  its  adop- 
tion. 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 
Chicago  Public  Library. 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Li- 
brary recommends  that  the  following 
resolutions  be  adopted  and  that  they  be 
at  once  transmitted  by  telegraph  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States  and  the 
Secretary  of  War : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Chicago  Public  Library  hereby 


makes  formal  tender  of  the  building,  re- 
sources and  equipment  of  the  Library  to 
the  "United  States  government  for  any 
purpose  or  use  deemed  necessary  and 
proper  in  the  present  crisis ;  to  become  a 
distributing  station  for  official  literature, 
military  and  naval  instruction  manuals  or 
other  material,  to  serve  as  a  registration 
center  for  any  activities  properly  or  con- 
veniently administered  from  or  in  the  Li- 
brary building  or  in  any  other  way  con- 
formable to  and  not  unduly  interfering 
with  its  own  public  activities,  to  con- 
tribute toward  the  general  organization 
of  the  national  forces. 

That  the  sum  of  $2,500  be  set  aside 
from  the  Book  Fund  for  the  purchase  of 
drill  manuals  and  other  books  on  military 
organization  and  instruction  in  such  quan- 
tities as  may  be  found  to  be  necessary, 
and  that  the  War  Department  be  re- 
quested to  recommend  books  which 
should  be  made  available  to  the  citizens 
to  fit  them  for  military  or  other  national 
duty  in  this  emergency.

Gentlemen: — In  order  that  the  granting 
of  leaves  of  absence  on  account  of  illness 
may  be  standardized  to  as  great  an  ex- 
tent as  possible  for  a  staff  of  four  hun- 
dred and  fifty  employes  with  due  regard 
to  the  interests  of  the  Library  and  justice 
to  all  concerned,  your  Committee  on  Ad- 
ministration recommends  that  Article 
XVII  of  the  By- Laws  of  the  Chicago 
Public  Library  as  printed  July  i,  1914, 


be  amended  by  eliminating  the  second 
and  third  paragraphs  thereof  and  insert- 
ing in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

All  persons  who  have  been  employed 
in  the  Library  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  six  months  preceding  May  i  shall 
be  entitled  to  vacations  with  pay  at  the 
rate  of  eighteen  working  days  for  the 
full  year. 

Saturday  half-holidays,  or  equivalent 
time  off,  shall  be  allowed  from  May  i  to 
October  i.  In  such  departments  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  Librarian,  and  sub- 
ject to  satisfactory  attendance  record, 
two  half-days  off  may  be  allowed  monthly 
from  October  i  to  May  i. 

Subject  to  the  requirements  of  the  ser- 
vice, attendance  record  and  general  effi- 
ciency rating,  the  Librarian  shall  be  au- 
thorized, in  addition  to  Saturday  half- 
holidays,  or  equivalent  time  off  from 
May  i  to  October  i  of  each  year,  to  ex- 
cuse absence  as  follows: 

Death  in  immediate  family,  not  exceed- 
ing three  days;, half  holidays  from  Octo- 
ber i  to  May  i,  two  half  days  monthly. 

Absence  on  account  of  illness  may  be 
excused  by  the  Librarian  on  the  following 
basis  covering  a  period  of  one  year : 

Employes  who  have  been  in  the  service 
at  least  six  months  and  less  than  three 
years :  First  six  days,  offset  for  vacation 
period ;  thereafter  half-pay  for  a  maxi- 
mum period  of  four  weeks. 

Employes  who  have  been  in  the  service 
three  years  and  not  exceeding  ten :  First 
six  days,  vacation  offset ;  thereafter,  full 
pay  for  a  maximum  period  of  four  weeks'. 

Employes  who  have  been  in  the  service 
more  than  ten  years:  Full  pay  for  a  maxi- 
mum period  of  four  weeks.

To  the  President  and Boardof  Directors, 
Chicago  Public  Library, 

Gentlemen:  —  In  submitting  to  the 
Board  at  this  meeting,  as  is  customary 
at  this  season  of  the  year,  a  list  of  em- 
ployes with  recommended  salaries  for  the 
ensuing  period  of  twelve  months,  your 
Committee  on  Administration  is  con- 
fronted with  conditions  unprecedented  in 
the  history  of  the  Library.  For  many 
years  past,  and  indeed  since  the  Library 
was  first  organized  four  decades  ago, 
salaries  paid  employes  have  been  meager, 
and  confessedly  far  less  than  those  paid 
for  equivalent  work  in  other  public  insti- 
tutions of  the  city  and  county.  If  the 
employes  have  accepted  this  situation 
without  enthusiasm,  at  least  they  have 
done  so  uncomplainingly,  and  have  per- 
formed their  duties  cheerfully  and  faith- 
fully. Now,  with  the  great  increase  in 
living  expenses  and  mounting  prices  of 
com'modities  to  be  met  from  stationary 
revenues,  many  of  them  find  that  they 
cannot  make  ends  meet  on  what  they 
earn  in  the  Library,  and  they  have  re- 
spectfully but  with  some  insistence  pe- 
titioned for  such  increase  in  compensation 
as  will  enable  them  to  live  decently. 

If  the  Library  stands,  as  it  certainly 
should,  for  proper  standards  of  living 
and  for  influences  that  make  for  the  well- 
being  and  development  of  the  community, 
it  must  not  set  an  example  of  starvation 
wages  for  those  who  carry  on  its  great 
work.  The  institution  expects  its  repre- 
sentatives to  possess  the  necessary  educa- 
tional qualifications  for  which  years  of 
preparation  and  training  are  essential.  It 
expects  them  to  keep  in  step- with  the 


times,  to  dress  suitably,  to  share  in  the 
activities  and  movements  of  the  commu- 
nity that  are  akin  to  the  purposes  which 
the  Library  fosters.  It  has  exacted  full 
measure  of  service  for  somewhat  scant 
compensation,  though  the  disproportion 
of  salary  to  required  service  heretofore 
must  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  the 
Library  has  received  insufficient  financial 
support. 

Demands  from  the  public  upon  the  Li- 
brary's service  have  increased  enormously 
in  the  last  few  years  and  the  Library  has 
attempted  to  meet  this  demand  by  multi- 
plying its  agencies,  establishing  new  ac- 
tivities and  strengthening  old  ones.  By 
mobilizing  all  available  forces,  stretching 
its  resources  to  the  utmost  and  holding 
the  staff  memberships  at  the  lowest  pos- 
sible number  consistent  with  reasonable 
efficiency,  it  has  been  possible  to  quad- 
ruple the  work  with  a  relatively  small  in- 
crease of  revenue.  In  the  last  decade 
the  number  of  card  holders  has  increased 
400  per  cent.,  the  revenues  less  than 
one-fourth  that  proportion.  While  com- 
mercial institutions  have  recognized 
changing  conditions  by  swelling  their  pay 
envelopes,  the  Library  has  continued  to 
pay  salaries  based  on  former  conditions. 
Now  the  point  has  been  reached  when 
something  must  be  done  for  the  relief  of 
the  employes,  especially  those  in  minor 
positions,  who  constitute  the  large  ma- 
jority of  the  staff.  It  has  been  impossible 
latterly  to  secure,  at  the  wages  paid, 
enough  pages  to  carry  on  the  necessary 
work  of  book  distribution.  The  same 
difficulty  is  now  being  experienced  as  to 
junior  assistants.  There  is  but  one  logical 
conclusion : 

The  Library  must  pay  wages  sufficient 
to  retain  its  tried  employes  and  to  encour- 
age suitable  recruits  to  enter  its  service. 
To  effect  this,  additional  revenues  are 
•needed  or  present  work  must  be  curtailed. 
Unless  some  financial  relief  is  obtained 
the  only  alternative  that  remains  is  to 
close  some  of  the  departments  of  the 
Main  Library,  discontinue  some  of  the 
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branches  and  reduce  generally  the  hours 
of  service.  It  would  seem  questionable 
wisdom  to  close  the  Library  and  its 
branches  evenings,  thus  depriving  bread- 
winners of  their  only  opportunity  to  make 
use  thereof.  It  would  be  unwise  to  dis- 
continue the  educational  work  which  has 
now  reached  such  fine  momentum  in 
connection  with  elementary  and  high 
schools;  it  would  be  unprofitable  to  abol- 
ish the  splendid  work  which  is  now  find- 
ing ready  response  among  business  men 
and  craftsmen.  On  the  other  hand,  this 
work  cannot  be  maintained  without  the 
necessary  staff,  and  the  necessary  staff 
cannot  be  secured  without  payment  of 
reasonable  salaries.  Your  Committee  on 
Administration  recommends  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  from  and  after  May  25, 
1917,  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commission,  the  following 
amended  salary  schedules  shall  apply  in 
rating  the  salaries  of  all  employes  of  the 
Chicago  Public  Library  within  the  grades 
and  in  the  groups  enumerated  :

Art.  XVII.  The  term  of  service  of  all 
employes  of  the  Library  shall  be  depend- 
ent upon  good  conduct  and  efficiency  and 
the  requirements  of  the  service.  They 
shall  be  subject  to  suspension  from  em- 
ployment by  the  Committee  on  Adminis- 
tration, or  Librarian,  with  loss  of  salary 
during  such  suspension,  on  account  of 
absence  without  leave,  want  of  attention 
to  business,  unreasonable  waste  of  time, 
want  of  courtesy  toward  the  public,  or 
improper  behavior  of  any  kind.  When  a 
suspension  shall  have  been  ordered  by 
the  Committee  such  suspension,  with  rea- 
sons therefor,  shall  be  reported  by  the 
Committee  to  the  Board  at  its  next  regu- 
lar meeting.  When  the  Librarian  shall 
have  suspended  an  employe,  he  shall  re- 
port the  fact  to  the  Committee  on  Ad- 
ministration for  its  approval  or  disap- 
proval, and  the  reasons  for  such  approval 
or  disapproval  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Board  at  the  next  regular  meeting  thereof. 
Any  employe  who  shall  be  suspended 
shall,  upon  such  suspension,  be  subject  to 
dismissal  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  but 
shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard 
in  his  own  defense  before  the  Board,  as 
well  as  before  the  Civil 'Service  Commis- 
sion, in  the  manner  set  forth  in  Sec- 
tion 12  of  the  Civil  Service  Act,  before 
such  dismissal  shall  take  effect. 

All  persons  who  have  been  employed 
in  the  Library  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  six  months  preceding  May  i  shall  be 
entitled  to  vacations  with  pay  at  the  rate 
of  eighteen  working  days  for  the  full 
year. 

Saturday  half-holidays,  or  equivalent 
time  off,  shall  be  allowed  from  May  i  to 


October  i.  In  such  departments  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  Librarian,  and  sub- 
ject to  satisfactory  attendance  record,  two 
half-days  off  may  be  allowed  monthly 
from  October  i  to  May  i. 

Subject  to  the  requirements  of  the  ser- 
vice, attendance  record  and  general  effi- 
ciency rating,  the  Librarian  shall  be  au- 
thorized, in  addition  to  Saturday  half- 
holidays,  or  equivalent  time  off  from 
May  i  to  October  i  of  each  year,  to  ex- 
cuse absence  as  follows: 

Death  in  immediate  family,  not  exceed- 
ing three  days ;  half-holidays  from  Octo- 
ber .1  to  May  i,  two  half-days  monthly. 

Absence  on  account  of  illness  may  be 
excused  by  the  Librarian  on  the  following 
basis  covering  a  period  of  one  year  : 

Employes  who  have  been  in  the  service 
at  least  six  months  and  less  than  three 
years :  First  six  days,  offset  for  vacation 
period;  thereafter  half-pay  for  a  maxi- 
mum period  of  four  weeks. 

Employes  who  have  been  in  the  service 
three  years  and  not  exceeding  ten :  First 
six  days,  vacation  offset;  thereafter,  full 
pay  for  a  maximum  period  of  four  weeks. 

Employes  who  have  been  in  the  service 
more  than  ten  years :  Full  pay  for  a 
maximum  period  of  four  weeks.

Gentlemen: — As  instructed,  we  have 
audited  the  books  and  accounts  of  the 
Chicago  Public  Library  for  the  three 
months  ended  February  28,  1917. 

We  compared  the  vouchers  with  the 
entries  in  the  Cash  Book  and  Voucher 
Record  and  verified  the  receipts  from  fines, 
books  lost,  deposits,  etc. ,  by  a  comparison 
with  the  branch  library  daily  receipt 
books  and  stubs  of  the  deposit  receipt 
books. 

We  proved  the  footings  of  all  books 
of  original  entry,  and  traced  the  postings 
therefrom  to  the  general  ledger. 

We  verified  the  cash  account  by  check- 
ing the  bank  accounts  and  counting  the 
cash  in  the  office.

NEW   BUSINESS. 

Director  Barr  presented  the  following 
resolution : 

Whereas,  The  question  has  arisen  in 
the  various  municipal  and  county  bodies 
connected  with  the  different  branches  of 
the  public  service  regarding  the  payment 


of  salaries  in  whole  or  part  during  the 
war  to  those  employes  who  may  enter  the 
military  or  naval  service  in  the  United 
States  of  America; 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chicago  Public 
Library  that  they  favor  the  payment  'of 
such  salaries  if  such  payment  is  permissi- 
ble under  the  law;  and  further 

Resolved,  That  the  policy  pursued  by 
this  Board  shall  correspond  with  that  de- 
termined by  the  other  municipal  and 
county  bodies. 

Director  Healy  moved  the  adoption  of 
the  resolution. 

Carried. 

The  President,  Director  Henius,  pre- 
sented the  following  resolution  and  moved 
its  adoption. 

Carried. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  thousands  of 
young  men  who  have  been  accustomed  to 
use  the  Chicago  Public  Library  in  times 
of  peace  will  shortly  be  called  into  service 
in  places  remote  from  the  usual  channels 
of  book  supply,  and  in  view  of  the  diffi- 
culties which  of  necessity  would  be  en- 
countered in  endeavoring  to  furnish  read- 
ing matter  from  a  municipally  governed 
public  library  for  soldiers,  nurses  and 
others  in  similar  service  stationed  in 
distant  parts  of  the  world  not  as  local 
units  but  as  part  of  groups  assembled 
from  many  sections  of  the  country; 

In  view,  further,  of  the  great  comfort 
which  may  be  derived  by  the  soldiers  in 
the  field  and  in  the  trenches,  and  nurses 
in  the  camps  and  in  the  hospitals,  from 
liberal  access  to  books  and  magazines, 
requests  having  already  come  in  consider- 
able number  to  the  library  for  individual 
consideration  on  behalf  of  national  guards- 
men stationed  away  from  home; 

Resolved,  That  the  Chicago  Public  Li- 
brary Board  of  Directors  hereby  author- 
izes the  Chief  Librarian  to  make  the  nec- 
essary arrangements  for  the  establishment 
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of  soldiers  traveling  libraries  and   knap- 
sack libraries  on  the  following  basis : 

Citizens  of  Chicago  and  elsewhere  shall 
be  invited  to  contribute  each  such  book  or 
books  as  they  may  be  willing  to  send  for 
the  purpose,  to  the  Chicago  Public  Li- 
brary, which  shall  act  as  a  clearing  house 
in  receiving,  preparing  and  administering 
the  collections  made  up  of  such  of  the 
volumes  as  may  be  found  desirable  for 
the  purpose.  In  co-operation  with  official 
representatives  of  the  various  military  and 
naval  units,  these  general  traveling  libra- 
ries for  soldiers  and  special  knapsack  li- 
braries for  small  groups  shall  be  furnished 
under  such  elastic  rules  and  regulations 
as  shall  reduce  to  a  minimum  the  difficulty 
of  securing  them  and  rendering  them 
most  widely  useful.  In  the  event  that  a 
national  movement  to  supply  soldiers  and 
nurses  with  magazines  and  books  is  real- 
ized, the  Librarian  is  authorized  to  co- 
operate in  such  manner  as  may  seem  best 
calculated  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  this 
resolution. 


Director  Barr  moved  that  the  President 
appoint  a  committee  of  three  for  the  pur' 
pose  of  revising  the  rules  of  the  Board 
and  report  at  next  meeting.

Director  Healy  moved  that  the  Presi- 
dent be  named  a  member  of  this  Com- 
mittee.

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 

Chicago  Public  Library. 
Gentlemen: — Serious  encroachment  on 
the  book  supply  of  the  Chicago  Public 
Library  is  threatened  by  a  recent  ruling 
of  the  health  authorities  relative  to 
volumes  loaned  for  home  use  where  con- 
tagious diseases  may  exist.  Up  to  this 
time  it  has  been  customary  for  the  Health 
Department  to  notify  the  Public  Library 
of  such  cases  and  books  returned  from 
them  have  been  thoroughly  fumigated 
prior  to  re-issue.  Under  the  new  ruling, 
which  applies  in  all  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
and  diphtheria,  health  officers  destroy  the 
books  belonging  to  the  Library  found  in 
homes  where  there  are  contagious 
diseases.  During  periods'  when  scarlet 
fever  is  quite  prevalent  in  the  city  this 
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means  the  destruction  of  from  twenty  to 
thirty  volumes  daily.

In  view  of  the  marked  varia- 
tion in  the  figures  as  offered,  showing 
material  advantage  to  the  Library  in  the 
second  of  the  above  bids,  your  Committee 
recommends  that  the  offer  of  A.  C. 
McClurg  &  Company  be  accepted. 

In  the  matter  of  the  binding  bids  we 
are  confronted  by  a  situation  arising  out 
of  the  scarcity  of  materials  and  the  high 
prices  of  many  of  the  substances  used 
in  bookbinding.  Leather  has  advanced 
heavily  in  price  within  the  past  few 
months  because  of  increased  demand  for 
military  purposes.  It  will  perhaps  be 
necessary,  during  the  course  of  the  year, 
to  reduce  the  amount  of  leather  used  in 
our  binding,  substituting  buckram,  on 
which  prices  have  not  increased  very  seri- 
ously. This  consideration,  however,  will 
not  affect  our  action  on  these  bids,  as 
choice  of  material  is  always  a  matter  of 
specific  direction  in  each  instance. 

Medium  Grade  Bindings. 
We  have  received  four  bids  on  this 
work,  from  Joseph  Flucke  &  Son,  North- 
western Bindery,  Brabandt  &  Valters  and 
George  E.  Koehler  &  Son,  the  firms  now 
holding  the  contracts,  and  from  no  others. 
The  limit  capacities  of  the  four  firms  as

indicated  in  the  bids  total  67,600  books, 
which  is  about  the  number  the  Public 
Library  bound  in  the  year  just  closing. 
The  expected  growth  in  circulation  and 
continued  large  purchases  will  not  di- 
minish the  number  of  books  to  be  bound 
or  rebound  during  the  coming  year. 
Prices  were  asked  for  on  nine  sizes  in 
roan,  morocco,  pigskin,  Tripoli  goatskin, 
and  buckram  and  duck,  forty-five  items 
in  all.  Nearly  all  have  been  advanced. 

All  things  considered,  your  Committee 
feels  justified  in  recommending  that  the 
contract  for  this  class  of  work  be  divided 
between  the  four  bidders:  Brabandt  & 
Valters,  Northwestern  Bindery,  Joseph 
Flucke  &  Son  and  George  E.  Koehler 
&  Son,  in  proportions  to  correspond  with 
the  capacity  of  the  respective  shops. 

Reference  Books. 

Only  one  bid,  that  of  the  Burgmeier 
Book  Bindery,  was  received  in  this  class. 
No  raise  in  prices  was  proposed  on 
morocco,  calf,  pigskin,  nor  for  binding 
the  patent  reports  and  newspapers,  all  of 
which  this  class  includes,  the  whole  scale 
having  been  readjusted  in  January  of  this 
year  to  meet  existing  conditions.  From 
five  to  fifteen  cents  per  volume,  according 
to  size,  has  been  added  for  roan  and 
buckram  books,  making  an  estimated  in- 
crease of  about  $75.00  for  the  year. 
Your  Committee  recommends  the  accept- 
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ance  of  the  Burgmeier  Book  Bindery  for 
this  class  of  work. 

Re  sew  ing  in  Old  Covers. 

George  E.  Koehler  &  Son  submitted 
the  single  bid  for  resewing  in  old  covers 
and  repapering  sides  and  cleaning  backs. 
Increases  of  two  cents  per  volume  for  re- 
sewing  and  of  one  cent  per  book  for 
repapering  and  cleaning  make  an  esti- 
mated increase  of  one  hundred  dollars  in 
the  probable  cost  of  this  work  for  the 
year.  As  the  same  work  has  been  ac- 
ceptably performed  by  this  firm  for  many 
years,  and  the  added  price  is  probably 
justified  by  labor  costs,  we  recommend 
that  this  contract  be  awarded  to  George 
E.  Koehler  &  Son. 

We  have  not  considered  it  necessary 
to  append  to  this  report  the  complicated 
schedules  submitted  by  each  bidder  in 
the  several  classes,  which  contain  a  mass 
of  figures.  These  are  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  and  have  been  carefully 
examined  and  digested  by  the  Assistant 
Librarian  and  the  Chief  of  the  Bindery 
Division,  upon  whose  recommendations 
we  have  based  our  conclusions.

And,    Whereas,     On    account    of    the 
restricted  and  reduced  revenue  for  1917, 
the  Board  of  Directors  was  compelled  to  • 
withdraw  the  support  given  to  the  pen- 
sion fund, 

And,  Whereas,  By  the  recent  Act  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  the 
revenues  of  the  Library  have  been  in- 
creased so  that  the  curtailment  then  made 
is  no  longer  necessary,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  does  hereby 
set  aside  for  such  employes  pension  fund 
for  the  seven  months,  beginning  June  I, 
1917,  all  moneys  collected  from  book- 
borrowers  as  fines  for  retaining  books 
longer  than  the  by-laws  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  prescribe;  said  moneys  to 
be  paid  monthly  to  the  City  Treasurer, 
and  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  is  hereby 
authorized  to  pay  over  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer all  moneys  received  as  fines  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  above  resolution.

Gentlemen: — I  recommend  that  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chicago  Public 
Library  pursue  the  following  policy  for 
1917-1918.  The  suggestions  offered  are 
based  upon  an  income  of  approximately 
$820,000,  or  about  $250,000  more  than 
the  Library  received  during  1917: 

i.    One  Auxiliary  Branch  on  the  north- 
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west  side  to  take  the  place  of  one  of  the 
branches,  lease  for  which  expires  May  i, 
1918,  at  a  cost  of  about  $35.000.  The 
preliminary  steps  for  carrying  out  this 
work  should  be  taken  at  once,  so  that  the 
building  can  be  started  in  the  fall  of  this 
year. 

2.  One  Regional  Branch  to  be  built 
during  the  year  1918  at  a  cost  of  about 
$75,000.     The  real  estate  for  this  branch 
should  be  bought  on  contract  at  an  early 
date. 

3.  Property    for     another     Auxiliary 
Branch  should  be  procured  by  contract. 

4.  Starting  the  addition  to   the  main 
Library,  which  should  be  erected  during 
the  year  1919. 

5.  The  new  division  for  reclassification 
of  books  of  the  Library  system,  requiring 
about  five  years  of  work,  to  be  started  in 
fall  1917. 

6.  Replacing  of   delivery  stations  by 
deposit  stations  wherever  feasible.

CHICAGO,    THURSDAY,   SEPTEMBER  ij,  1917. 
OFFICIAL  RECORD. 


A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  the  Chicago  Public  Library 
was  called  informally  by  the  President, 
Director  Henius,  for  the  purpose  of  tak- 
ing appropriate  action  concerning  the 
death  of  Mr.  Henry  E.  Legler,  Librarian. 

There  were  present  the  President,  Di- 
rector Henius,  and  Directors  Lagorio, 
Pokorney,  O'Connell  and  Mayer. 

The  President,  Director  Hen-ius,  pre- 
sented the  following 

MEMORIAL. 

It  is  with  the  keenest  and  most  genuine 
sense  of  profound  bereavement  that  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chicago  Public 
Library  place  on  record  this  small  tribute 
to  the  memory  of  its  departed  librarian, 
Henry  E/  Legler,  and  each  and  every 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  feels 
this  bereavement  no  less  as  an  official 
than  a  personal  one. 

The  Directors  recognized  in  Henry 
Legler  one  of  those  men  of  vision  and 
ideals  whose  devotion  and  enthusiasm 


have  helped  to  build  up  the  noble  city  of 
Chicago.  Placed  in  a  station  where  his 
work  was  necessarily  quiet  and  unil- 
lumined  by  the  glare  of  publicity  he  was 
uplifted  and  carried  along  by  a  lofty  con- 
ception of  the  inherent  greatness  of  his 
work  and  the  good  it  would  do  in  the 
minds  of  the  men,  women  and  children 
of  Chicago,  to  be  later  translated  by 
them  into  action  in  their  practical  lives. 
His  work,  like  that  of  the  teacher,  was 
of  the  silent,  unassuming,  but  neverthe- 
less fundamental  and  constructive  kind, 
aiming  to  expand  the  minds  of  his  fellows 
and  strengthen  them  for  the  tasks  they 
might  be  called  upon  to  fulfill  in  their 
own  behalf  or  that  of  their  city  and  coun- 
try. To  the  strength,  the  intelligence, 
the  character,  the  happiness  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Chicago  his  contribution  was 
great  though  unostentatious. 

It  was  his  overruling  devotion  to  his 
work  that  hastened  his  death.  While 
suffering  for  years  with  an  ailment  that 
called  on  him  to  be  sparing  of  his 
strength,  he  refused  to  leave  his  labors 
for  temporary  rest,  and  so  fell  literally  in 
the  harness.  His  life  was  given  for  the 
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good  of  his  fellows  as  truly  as  that  of  the 
soldier  who  falls  on  the  field  of  honor. 

Henry  E.  Legler  enjoyed  the  esteem  of 
librarians  as  one  of  the  ablest  among 
them.  Not  only  was  he  an  administrator 
of  pre-eminent  ability,  conducting  the 
affairs  of  this  library  with  the  highest  de- 
gree of  efficiency,  but  also  a  seer  whose 
visions  of  the  expansion  of  its  usefulness 
and  for  bringing  its  benefits  near  to  the 
homes  of  every  resident  inspired  all  of 
us.  It  is  to  his  sole  initiative  that  the 
great  plan  of  regional  libraries  for  the 
better  circulation  of  books  among  the 
people  owes  its  origin  and  organization — 
a  sublime  and,  let  us  hope,  permanent 
memorial  of  his  fidelity  and  genius. 

Among  the  staff  of  the  Chicago  Public 
Library  Henry  E.  Legler  was  an  object 
of  affectionate  adoration.  The  unvarying 
sweetness  of  his  temper  and  unfailing 
justice  of  his  ju'dgment  won  for  him  their 
undivided  and  cordial  love. 

The  Directors  likewise  found  in  Henry 
E.  Legler  more  than  the  official  and  ad- 
ministrator of  a  public  utility.  His  ability 
and  character  bound  them  to  him,  each 
and  every  one,  in  the  bonds  of  the  firmest 
and  warmest  friendship. 

Thus  they  lament  in  his  death  the  loss 
of  a  friend,  while  feeling  that  the  city  of 
Chicago  has  cause  to  mourn  the  loss  of  a 
public  servant  of  exceptional  ability,  un- 
swerving loyalty,  deep  devotion  and  far- 
reaching  efficiency  whose  silent  influence 


will  live  in  the  minds  of  thousands  for 
many  years  to  come. 

It  is  ordered  that  this  Minute  be  spread 
upon  the  records  of  this  Board,  and  that 
a  copy  in  proper  form  be  communicated 
to  Mrs.  Legler  and  her  sons  as  a  token 
of  the  sympathy  and  the  sincere  and 
affectionate  solicitude  which  this  Board 
feels  for  her  and  hers  in  this  hour  of  trial. 

Director  O'Connell  moved  the  adoption 
of  the  Memorial  and  resolutions. 

Carried  by  rising  vote. 

Director  Lagorio  moved  that  a  com- 
mittee of  three  be  appointed  to  make 
arrangements  for  attendance  of  the  Board 
at  the  funeral  of  Mr.  Legler. 

The  President  appointed  Directors  La- 
gorio, Mayer  and  Pokorney  as  a  special 
committee. 

Director  Pokorney  moved  that  the 
main  library  and  all  branches  be  closed 
on  the  day  of  Mr.  Legler's  funeral. 

Carried. 

On  motion  of  Director  Mayer,  the 
Board  adjourned.

The'following  is  the  resolution  : 

The  Staff  of  the  Chicago  Public  Library 
has  met  today  to  take  action  on  the  pass- 
ing of  its  Chief. 

The  relationships  which  arise  between 
those  engaged  in  a  common  task,  bound 
together  by  the  same  interest,  are  often 
of  a  nature  purely  official,  penetrating  no 
farther  into  their  lives  than  the  prosecu- 
tion of  their  duties  may  demand.  Tern- 
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porary  in  their  character,  such  relation- 
ships in  all  propriety  exert  no  lasting  in- 
fluence and  leave  no  memories.  They 
close  when  the  task  is  finished  and  we 
turn  to  new  responsibilities  or  activities 
in  fresh  fields. 

So  vividly  contrasted  from  the  condi- 
tion here  described  has  been  the  relation- 
ship between  this  Staff  and  the  Chief 
Librarian — now  abruptly  severed  in  mid- 
stream— that  we,  the  members  of  the 
Staff,  individually  and  corporately,  find 
ourselves  oppressed  by  but  one  thought — 
solely  and  primarily  inspired  by  the  over- 
whelming sense  of  the  personal  loss  -we 
have  suffered. 

The  people  of  Chicago  are  deprived  of 
the  ministrations  of  a  public  servant  of 
singular  ability,  zeal  and  purity.  The 
Chicago  Public  Library  has  lost  the  leader 
who  for  eight  years  has  guided  its  prog- 
ress and  fostered  its  development  with  a 
measure  of  brilliant  success  amid  stu- 
pendous difficulties  unequaled  in  the 
annals  of  librarianship.  His  profession 
mourns  the  passing  of  one  of  its  greatest 
exponents,  whose  career,  stimulating  even 
in  its  victorious  conclusion,  serves  as  a 
perpetual  light  to  lighten  the  path  of  pro- 
fessional achievement.

I.  On  the  basis  of  a  new  proposition 
received  from  the  owners  of  the  lot  on 
St.  Louis  avenue,  100  feet  south  of 
Twelfth  street,  we  recommend : 

That  a  lease  be  executed  with  said 
owners  for  the  occupancy  of  a  building, 
to  be  erected  by  them,  for  a  period  of  ten 
years  at  a  monthly  rental  of  $150,  ac- 
ceptance of  this  lease  to  be  subject  to 
approval  of  the  plans  for  the  new  build- 
ing.

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  in- 
structions, we  have  audited  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  Chicago  Public  Li- 
brary for  the  three  months  ended  August 
31,  1917- 

We  compared  the  vouchees  with  the 
entries  in  the  cash  book  and  voucher 
record,  and  verified  the  rceipts  from 
fines,  books  lost,  deposits,  etc.,  by  a 
comparison  with  the  branch  library 
daily  receipt  books  and  stubs  'of  the 
deposit  receipt  books. 

We  proved  the  footings  of  all  books  of 
original  entry,  and  traced  the  postings 
therefrom  to  the  General  Ledger. 

We  verified  the  cash  account  by 
checking  the  bank  accounts  and  counting 
the  cash  in  the  office. 

We  inspected  and  checked  the  securi- 
ties representing  the  various  investments 
in  the  presence  of  Secretary  Wilson  and 
Director  Mayer.

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NEW    BUSINESS. 

The  President  stated  that  a  committee 
had  been  appointed  to  revise  the  by-laws 
and  rules  of  the  Board,  but  that  a  report 
had  not  been  made.  He  stated  further 
that  in  his  opinion  a  revision  of  the  by- 
laws and  the  rules  was  essential. 

Director  Shutter  moved  that  the  Presi- 
dent appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  re- 
vise the  by-laws  and  rules  of  the  Board. 

Carried. 

The  President  thereupon  appointed  Di- 
rectors Tollkuehn,  Jonas  and  Beroth  as  a 
Special  Committee  for  this  purpose. 

The  President  presented  the  following 
recommendation : 

To  the  Board  of  Directors, 

Chicago  Public  Library. 
Gentlemen:  —  A  communication  has 
been  received  from  the  War  Service  Com- 
mittee of  the  American  Library  Associa- 
tion at  Washington  requesting  us  to  re- 
lease the  head  of  one  of  our  principal  de- 
partments, namely,  Mr.  John  F.  Phelan, 
Chief  of  the  Branch  Division,  for  service 
in  installing  and  organizing  libraries  in 
one  or  more  of  the  national  cantonments. 
These  libraries  are  to  be  built,  equipped 
and  conducted  with  funds  secured  in  the 
recent  public  campaign  for  a  million  dol- 
lars which  has  been  successfully  car- 
ried on  throughout  the  country.  There 
,will  be  at  least  forty  such  libraries  in  the 
various  national  camps  and  naval  sta- 
tions, and  two  Very  important  ones  will 
be  built  at  Great  Lakes  and  Rockford, 
respectively.  It  is  for  the  establishment 
of  one  or  both  of  these  that  the  services 
of  Mr.  Phelan  are  being  requisitioned. 

While  it  will  not  be  an  easy  matter  to 
spare  the  head  of  the  Branch  Division, 
especially  at  this  time  when  plans  for  a 
very  important  branch  are  about  to  be 
made,  I  do  not  feel  that  we  are  justified 


in  refusing  unconditionally  a  request  which 
is  in' the  nature  of  an  appeal  for  a  contri- 
bution to  the  nation  in  time  of  war.  I 
am  advised  by  the  Acting  Librarian  that 
arrangements  might  be  made  whereby 
Mr.  Phelan's  time  could  be  divided  be- 
tween this  work  and  his  regular  duties, 
and  that  on  this  basis  it  would  be  feasible 
to  accept  the  sacrifice  which  is  demanded 
of  us.  This  library  has  undertaken  war 
work  of  several  kinds  and  has  made  valua- 
ble contributions  in  its  own  field  to  the 
comfort  and  equipment  of  soldiers  and 
sailors  in  the  various  camps.  We  have 
made  a  name  for  ourselves  both  locally 
and  nationally  by  the  efficient  and  compre- 
hensive work  we  have  done  in  the  past  six 
months.  We  are,  therefore,  almost  forced 
by  the  logic  of  circumstances,  as  well  as 
by  the  power  of  our  own  inclinations,  to 
accede  to  this  request  so  far  as  it  is  prac- 
ticable. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  to  your  honor- 
able Board  that  the  Acting  Librarian  be 
authorized  to  release  Mr.  Phelan  for  the 
service  described  for  such  period  of  time 
and  at  such  intervals  as  become  necesary 
and  as  may  be  arranged  in  the  best  inter- 
ests of  both  the  Library  and  the  War 
Service  Committee.

Gentlemen: — At  the  preceding  meeting 
of  the  Board  I  had  the  honor  of  submit- 
ting to  you  a  request  for  the  release  of 
one  of  our  department  heads  for  service 
in  connection  with  libraries  at  the  adja- 
cent military  and  naval  camps.  I  now 
have  a  similar  request  to  submit  at  the 
instance  of  the  Local  Office  of  the  U.  S. 
Food  Administration,  which  desires  to 
appoint  as  a  member  of  its  Publicity 
Committee  Miss  Jessie  M.  Woodford, 


who  has  charge  of  our  Public  Document 
Division.  The  purpose  of  this  request  is 
to  make  the  services  of  Miss  Woodford 
available  for  instruction  and  guidance  to 
the  smaller  libraries  within  the  state  in 
the  use  and  distribution  of  the  large  and 
valuable  body  of  printed  matter  that  the 
national  government  is  issuing  for  the 
education  of  the  public  along  various 
lines.  It  was  felt  that  because  this  Li- 
brary is  a  -depository,  having  a  very  large 
collection  and  doing  much  work  with 
public  documents,  such  services  rendered 
by  the  head  of  that  division  would  be 
valuable  to  the  government  in  promulgat- 
ing and  distributing  the  information 
which  it  is  deemed  necessary  for  the  pub- 
lic to  have.  It  is  not  the  intention  to 
detach  Miss  Woodford  continuously  for 
any  length  of  time,  but  to  make  her 
available  for  calls  from  outof-town  li- 
braries or  for  meetings  organized  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  instruction  in  this 
work.  I,  therefore,  recommend  that  your 
honorable  Board  authorize  the  Acting  Li- 
brarian to  make  such  disposition  of  Miss 
Woodford's  time  and  activities  as  will 
best  conform  with  the  necessities  of  our 
own  service  and  leave  a  reasonable  margin 
of  time  free  for  the  activities  here  indi- 
cated.

NEW   BUSINESS. 

The  President,  Director  Barr,  presented 
the  following  communication: 


To  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Chicago  Public  Library. 

Gentlemen  : — In  making  up  the  budget 
for  1917  the  amounts  appropriated  for 
various  items  of  expenditure  were  based 
on  a  greatly  reduced  revenue  due  to  a 
lower  valuation  and  a  reduced  tax  rate 
for  library  purposes  for  the  year  1916. 

The  revenues  available  precluded  any 
extension  of  the  library's  activities  and 
the  great  increase  in  the  price  of  all  com- 
modities practically  brought  the  library  to 
a  standstill. 

The  Board  found  it  necessary  in  July 
last  to  anticipate  the  taxes  levied  for 
1917  and  authorized  the  use  of  $50,000.00 
for  this  levy.  This  was  afterwards  in- 
creased by  $20,000.00  for  the  purchase 
of  the  site  for  a  branch  library  on  Craw- 
ford avenue  and  Monroe  street. 

Various  items  not  included  in  the  work 
of  the  year  were  authorized,  among 
which  may  be  noted  the  conversion  of 
delivery  stations  into  deposits  and  the 
preparation  for  the  Rogers  Park  Branch. 

In  order  that  appropriation  accounts 
may  not  show  overdrafts  it  is  necessary 
that  certain  transfers  and  additional  ap- 
propriations be  made.  I,  therefore,  rec- 
ommend that  the  following  transfers  be 
authorized :

1916  tax  levy  the  County  Collector  will, 
in  all  probability,  retain  the  greater  part 
if  not  the  entire   balance   pending  a  de- 
cision in  the  Supreme  Court.

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the 
Librarian  be  authorized  to  expend  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $2,500  in  the  purchase  of 
books  for  a  loan  collection  to  be  installed 
at  Great  Lakes  Naval  Station  for  the  use 
of  the  officers  and  men  at  that  encamp- 
ment. 

Also,  that  a  list  of  miscellaneous  bills 
herewith  submitted,  amounting  to  $54. 02, 
be  paid  from  the  incidental  fund. 

In  the  matter  of  the  communication 
received  from  the  Honorable  Daniel 
Herlihy,  requesting  the  installation  of  a 
branch  library  in  the  vicinity  of  Mil- 
waukee Avenue  and  Diversey  Boulevard, 
we  recommend  that  the  Librarian  be 
requested  to  communicate  with  the 
writer  with  a  view  to  securing  detailed 
information  regarding  the  needs  of  this 
community,  the  character  of  its  popula- 
tion, available  sites,  and  other  neces- 
sary data.

In  view  of  many  incidental  matters  of 
minor  importance  that  have  recently 
arisen  and  which  required  immediate 
attention,  your  Committee  recommends 
that  the  President  be  given  authority  to 
exercise  his  discretion  in  passing  upon 
and  disposing  of  the  various  items  that 
may  from  time  to  time  so  arise. 

Your  Committee  further  recommends 
that  the  Librarian  be  authorized  to  re- 
instate Miss  Roey  Cowen  in  the  position 
vacated  by  her  on  September  6,  and  to 
'record  her  absence  as  having  been  on 
leave,  this  action  having  been  sanctioned 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

This  Committee  has  given  earnest 
consideration  to  the  several  lists  of  mem- 
bers of  the  staff  who  are  eligible  for 
promotion  by  reason  of  having  passed 
examinations  offered  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  within  the  past  two  years. 
There  are  three  such  lists  on  which  a 
number  of  persons  are  still  awaiting  ap- 
pointmentr  namely,  from  Grade  I  to 
Grade  II,  Grade  II  to  Grade  III  and 
Grade  III  to  Grade  IV.  The  two  latter, 
resulting  from  examinations  held  in 
February,  1916,  will  expire  by  limitation 
within  the  next  thirty  days,  unless  this 
Board  requests  that  their  life  be  ex- 
tended. 

On  April  24,  1916,  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors approved  a  scheme  of  depart- 
mental organization  specifying  the  num- 
iber  of  positions  in  each  grade  of  the 
classified  service  to  which  the  several 
departments  of  the  Library  were  entitled. 


Appointments  from  the  eligible  lists 
above  referred  to  must,  therefore,  be 
made  in  accordance  with  this  scheme. 
In  other  words,  promotions  can  only  be 
made  where  vacancies  exist  or  where 
the  Board  chooses  to  amend  this  scheme 
of  organization  by  raising  the  grade 
ratings  of  certain  positions  because  of 
increase  in  the  volume  of  work  or  in  the 
duties  of  such  positions.  Our  recom- 
mendations are  therefor : 

That  the  grade  ratings  of  positions  in 
certain  departments  be  changed  as  fol- 
lows : 

Accessions  Division:   One  Grade  II  posi- 
tion to  Grade  III. 
Catalog  Division :   One  Grade  II  position 

to  Grade  III;   one  Grade  III  position 

to  Grade  IV. 
Civics  Division :   Two  Grade  I  positions 

to  Grade  II. 
Loan    Record    Division :    One    Grade    I 

position  to  Grade  II. 

Branch  Division :  Two  Branch  Librarian- 
ships   from    Grade    II    to   Grade    III; 

three     Branch     Librarianships      from 

Grade  III  to  Grade  IV. 

In  addition  to  these  changes  vacancies 
now  exist  as  follows : 
Accessions   Division :    One    vacancy     in 

Grade  IV. 

Civics  Division  :  One  vacancy  in  Grade  IV. 
Loan  Record  Division :  One  vacancy  in 

Grade  IV. 
Branch     Division :     Four     vacancies     in 

Grade  II. 

Our  final  recommendation,  therefore,  is 
that  the  Librarian  be  authorized  to  make 
requisition  upon  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission for  seven  Senior  Library  As- 
sistants, Grade  II,  four  principal  Library 
Assistants,  Grade  III,  and  seven  Head 
Library  Assistants,  Grade  IV,  to  fill  the 
vacancies  above  recorded. 

This  action  will  exhaust  one  of  the 
lists  of  eligibles,  but  will  leave  the  names 
of  seven  persons  on  one  list  and  two  per- 
sons on  the  other  still  unassigned.  Be- 
cause of  the  nature  of  the  duties  of  these

'•'Dear  Sir: — We  are  in  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  recent  date  in  which  you  ask  for 
an  opinion  as  to  whether  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Chicago  Public  Library 
can  legally  use  moneys  collected  for 
library  purposes  for  maintaining  public 
comfort  stations  under  the  sidewalk  next 
to  the  Library  building. 

"It  appears  that  the  City  has  main- 
tained two  such  public  comfort  stations 
at  Garland  Court  and  Washington  Street 
and  at  Garland  Court  and  Randolph 
Street,  but  that  a  letter  has  been  received 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  from  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 
of  the  City  Council  asking  that  the  Board 
should  take  over  the  care  and  maintenance 
of  same.  It  appears  further  that  the 
maintenance  of  said  stations  is  not  de- 
signed for  the  benefit  of  persons  who  use 
the  library,  but  for  the  public  generally, 
and  that  the  Board  ever  since  the  library 
building  was  erected  has  maintained 
within  the  building  such  rooms  of  similar 
nature  as  were  necessary  for  the  con- 
venience of  persons  visiting  the  library, 
and  that  the  requirements  of  the  library 
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do  not  call  for  comfort  stations  outside 
of  the  building. 

"Under  these  circumstances  there  is, 
of  course,  no  way  in  which  the  Library 
Board  can  be  compelled  to  maintain  the 
stations  in  question,  and  we  do  not  under- 
stand that  it  is  the  intention  to  compel 
them  to  do  it.  As  to  whether  the  Board 
has  the  right  to  pay  out  its  funds  for  the 
purpose,  that  depends  altogether  on 
whether  the  use  of  the  stations  is  in- 
cidental to  the  use  of  the  Library  by  the 
public.  From  the  statements  made  to  us 
we  would  say  that  there  is  no  such  in- 
cidental use  of  same,  and  therefore  that 
the  funds  of  the  library  cannot  properly 
be  expended  for  the  purpose. 

"Section  5  of  the  Library  Act  gives  the 
Library  Board  exclusive  control  of  "the 
supervision,  care  and  custody  of  the 
grounds,  rooms  or  buildings  constructed, 
leased  or  set  apart"  for  library  purposes. 
We  do  not  understand  that  this  implies 
that  it  should  have  the  custody  of  the 
space  beneath  the  sidewalk  next  to  the 
building  or  maintain  it  for  other  than 
library  purposes.  Hence,  there  is  no 
better  reason  for  using  its  funds  to 
maintain  comfort  stations  at  that  place 
than  at  any  other  place,  and  since  the 
purpose  is  not  within  the  powers  of  the 
Board  it  has  no  right  to  use  its  funds 
that  way.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Li- 
brary begs  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report  relative  to  various  matters  re- 
ferred to  it : 

With  reference  to  the  request  for  a 
branch  in  the  vicinity  of  Cottage  Grove 
avenue  and  5ist  street  and  the  request  of 
the  Austin  North  End  Woman's  Club, 
we  recommend  that  the  Librarian  be  di- 
rected to  proceed  with  the  installation  of 
deposits  as  is  customary  in  such  cases. 

In  the  matter  of  the  request  of  Mrs. 
Grace  Lineman  for  a  deposit  station  at 
1009  North  Wells  street,  we  recommend 
that  this  application  be  filed  as  this  loca- 
tion is  within  three  blocks  of  the  Seward 
Park  Branch. 

In  the  matter  of  the  communication  of 
Albert  G.  Detch  relative  to  library  facili- 
ties in  South  Chicago,  we  recommend 
that  the  matter  be  deferred  until  an  ad- 
dition to  the  Thorp  School,  now  in  pro- 
cess of  construction,  is  finished,  when  it 
is  thought  that  suitable  accommodations 


may  be  secured  in  that  building  which 
will  answer  to  the  needs  of  this  neighbor- 
hood. 

With  reference  to  the  communication 
requesting  the  establishment  of  a  branch 
library  in  the  region  bounded  by  Cali- 
fornia avenue  on  the  east,  Chicago  avenue 
ou  the  south.  Fullerton  avenue  on  the 
north  and  the  city  limits  on  the  west,  we 
beg  to  report  that  a  thorough  canvass  of 
this  territory  has  convinced  the  Commit- 
tee that  a  branch  library  should  be 
established.  It  has,  however,  been  diffi- 
cult to  find  adequate  and  suitably  located 
quarters.  After  considerable  search,  by 
the  Committee  and  the  Officers  of  the 
Library,  we  have  concluded  that,  all 
things  considered,  the  store  at  4021  West 
North  avenue  will  most  nearly  fulfill  all 
requirements.  We  recommend,  there- 
fore, that  the  Librarian  be  directed  to 
proceed  with  the  installation  of  a  branch 
library  at  that  location  if  these  quarters 
can  be  secured  upon  the  proper  terms. 

We  also  recommend  that  authority  be 
given  for  the  printing  of  2,000  additional 
copies  each  of  the  Finding  Lists  of  Juve- 
nile Books  and  of  English  Prose  Fiction, 
from  plates  now  in  existence,  at  a  cost  of 
$290  for  press  work  and  binding,  and 
$405  for  paper,  these  figures  being  the 
lowest  estimates  received. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the 
Secretary  be  authorized  to  send  a  deposit 
of  $500  to  the  Library  of  Congress  for 
catalog  cards  required  by  the  several  de- 
partments. 

Also  that  the  Secretary  be  authorized 
to  purchase  coupons  to  the  amount  of 
$100  from  the  United  States  Superin- 
tendent of  Documents  to  be  used  in 
ordering  government  publications  in 
quantities  as  required  in  the  work  of  the 
Civics  and  Documents  Department.

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 
Chicago  Public  Library. 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Ad- 
ministration has  had  under  consideration 
the  schedule  of  salaries  of  the  staff  of 
the  Library  with  a  view  to  making  such 
revisions  as  seem  proper.  Numerous 
communications  have  been  received  from 
groups  of  employes  in  various  branches 
of  the  service,  calling  attention  to  the 
constantly  rising  cost  of  living  and  ask- 
ing for  increases  in  salary. ^  Your  Com- 
mittee has  carefully  considered  these 
requests  and  is  thoroughly  alive  to  the 
unusual  and  difficult  problems  which  they 
present. 

At  the  same  time  a  study  of  the  appro- 
priation in  the  annual  budget  as  passed 
by  the  Board  in  January  makes  it  plain 
that  the  sum  available  for  salaries  is  in- 
adequate for  granting  in  full  all  of  the 
requests  submitted,  however  just  theymay 
be.  Under  the  rules  of  the  Board  a  num- 
ber of  employes  will  on  certain  dates 
during  the  next  twelve  months  become 
eligible  to  automatic  increases.  A  num- 
ber of  others,  however,  will  not  be  bene- 
fited by  this  provision  by  reason  of  the 
character  of  their  employment  or  because 
they  have  reached  the  limits  of  their 
grades.  The  only  way  to  provide  relief 
for  the  latter  class  would  be  to  amend  the 
entire  schedule  by  raising  the  scale  of 
salaries  payable  in  each  grade,  as  well  as 
in  the  ungraded  branches  of  the  service 
comprising  the  engineering,  mechanical 
and  janitor  staff.  To  do  this  in  any  ade- 
quate measure  and  also  to  .meet  the  auto- 
matic increases  as  they  fall  due  would 
require  a  sum  very  much  larger  than  that 
which  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  at 
this  time.  Your  Committee  therefore 
recommends  that  the  salary  schedules  be 
amended  by  the  addition  of  $120.00  per 
annum  to  the  salaries  to  all  regular  and 
permanent  employe's  in  all  the  graded  and 
ungraded  classes  of  service  excepting 
that  of  pages,  and  of  certain  other  em- 
ployes drawn  by  the  Library  from  the 
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municipal  clerical  service,  namely :  one 
junior  stenographer,  one  stenographic 
assistant  and  seven  messengers.  With 
respect  to  these  we  recommend  that  the 
scale  of  salary  and  automatic  increases  in 
force  in  the  clerical  service  be  applied. 
For  the  pages  we  recommend  a  horizontal 
increase  of  five  dollars  per  month  and  the 
continuance  of  the  automatic  increases  as 
now  in  force. 

In  order  to  make  this  substantial  ad- 
vance possible  we  further  recommend 
that  all  automatic  increases  accruing  dur- 
ing the  next  twelve  months  be  suspended, 
and  that  no  advance  in  salary  be  made  in 
the  classes  mentioned  during  the  said 
period  excepting  as  herein  recommended. 
We  submit  these  recommendations  in  the 
form  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved:  That  for  and  during  the 
period  of  the  twelve  months  beginning  on 


April  a6th,  1918,  and  ending  on  April 
25th,  1919,  all  so-called  automatic  in- 
creases accruing  by  reason  of  length  of 
service  and  general  efficiency  in  the 
salaries  of  employes  of 'the  Chicago  Pub- 
lic Library  under  the  rules  of  this  Board 
and  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  be 
and  they  are  hereby  suspended.  Pro- 
vided: That  this  order  shall  not  affect 
the  salaries  of  employes  in  the  grades 
designated  as  pages,  messengers,  steno- 
graphic assistants  and  junior  steno- 
graphers, in  which  grades  the  automatic 
increase  shall  apply  as  heretofore. 

Resolved:  That  from  and  after  April 
26th,  1918,  and  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  the  fol- 
lowing amended  salary  schedules  shall 
apply  in  rating  the  salaries  of  all  employes 
of  the  Chicago  Public  Library  within  the 
grades  and  in_the  groups  enumerated  :
